Jo hn Skel­ 
to n W illiam s when so re abo ut Ry an 
taking the Seabo ard line away fro m 
him said that if Tho mas F. had been 
co nfined to an o rdinary sphere o f life 
he wo uld hav e been a klepto maniac, he 
so liked to take things and keep them. 
Yet Tho mas F. Ry an and his w ife 
hav e giv en aw ay in charities, mo stly to 
the Catho lic church, o f which they are 
members, a sum estimated to hav e 
reached fo ur o r fiv e millio ns, and this

O o ne welco mes the adv ent o f 
the ho liday seaso n mo re heart­ 
ily than the sidewalk mer­ 
chant o f the city , the street 


fakir, fo r, while he seems to flo urish 
like a green bay tree all the y ear 
ro und, at Christmas time he reaps his 
great harv est o f pennies, nickels and 
dimes. 
The hearts o f ev en the mo st 
parsimo nio us o pen with the appro ach 
o f Christmas, and purse strings lo o sen 
as at no o ther time. 
On ev ery co rner 
and between co rners these curbsto ne 
no mads are surro unded by admiring 
and purchasing citizens, and “ no v el­ 
ties,” fro m rubber pigs which can be 
inflated to the size o f a small ballo o n 
and In ex hausting their airy co ntents 
squeal like a real po rker, to elabo rate 
mechanical to y s, sell like ho t cakes. 
Ev ery y ear distinct features o f this 


queer trade co me to the surface and i 
are put o n the market simultaneo usly j 
by fakirs thro ugho ut the co untry . The ; 
facto ries in which these things are 1 
made wo rk o ^rtirne to meet the de- • 
mand o f the shrill v o iced “ barkers” 
who perso nify Santa Claus to the chil­ 
dren o f the city . New Yo rk is the great 
headquarters o f the fakirs, and they 
v isit it at least o nce a y ear to arrange 
fo r the no v elties o f the ensuing seaso n 
and to do a little business in the me­ 
tro po lis itself. There are sev eral large 
Jo bbers in the city who deal ex clusiv ely 
with the sidewalk peddlers, and they 
issue v o lumino us catalo gues describing 
tho usands o f articles suitable fo r sale 


o n the street. 
Ev ery fakir carries o ne 
o f these bo o ks, and when he runs o ut 
o f sto ck he sends an o rder to his firm, 
whUii is filled by return ex press. 
On mo st o f the things he handles the 
fakir makes a pro fit o f 100 per cent 
and so metimes mo re than that. Ar­ 
ticles so ld fo r a dime are usually 
bo ught fo r a nickel, and tho se which 
sell fo r a nickel fo r 2Mi cents. 
Occa­ 
sio nally , ho wev er, when so me no v elty 
makes a real hit, the manufacturers 
put up the price until the fakir’s pro fit 
is o nly a cent o n each sale. 
The o ld time fav o rite, the jumping 
Jack, ev o lv ed into a sailo r w’ho climbs 
a ro pe hand o v er hand; dirigible tin 


mice, kissing bugs, lo bsters and crabs, 
papier maehe fro gs which jump like 
the licro o f Mark Twain’s famo us sto ry , 
all find a ready market, while cheap 
perfumery , Christmas cards and lead 
so ldiers are peddled In v ast quantities. 
Just where the fakir gets his title is 
a mo o ted questio n. 
The real fakir, 
who se habitat is India, is a perso n o f 
religio us co nsequence and has no thing 
to do with “ fakes” unless it be that he 
perfo rms wo nderful tricks which o we 
their success to sleight o t hand rather 
than to the Influence o f the go ds, by 
who m the fakir Is pro fessedly actuated. 
Ho wev er, fakir Is as go o d a name fo r 
the itinerant v ender as any o ther, and 
Its ety mo lo gy do esn’t matter much. 
So me o f the fakirs make eno ugh by 
their petty trade to graduate into man­ 
ufacturers o f Christmas no v elties o r 
ev en into a higher line o f business, and 
it is well 
kno wn that o ne o f the 
wealthiest men o f New Orleans, who 
o wns sugar plantatio ns, sto res and fac­ 
to ries, o nce peddled sho estrings. 
Carry ing his capital in his pack, the 
wandering salesman Is Independent to 
a degree rarely equaled ex cept by the 
Idle rich and Weary Willie. 
In the 
o lden day s, befo re the Inv entio n o f 
the newspaper and the telegraph, mo - 
diaev al merchants, trav eling fro m pal­ 
ace to palace and fro m to wn to to wn, 
shared with the tro ubado urs the pro ­ 
fessio n o f disseminating the uews. 


he do esn’t ev en try to keep o ut o f the || 
newspapers these day s. 
It wo uld be 
useless, and he is wise eno ugh no t to 
attempt the impo ssible. 
Nev er Ru ffled. 
Ry an made a go o d witness. H e was 
smo o th all o v er, ev en his hair, and be 
kept that way to the end. 
It is o ne o f 
his characteristics that he nev er be­ 
co mes ruffled and nev er lo ses his tem­ 
per. 
His enemies say he is plausible. 
At any rate, he to ld a plausible sto ry 
abo ut his o bjects in acquiring the 
Equitable. 
He was farsighted eno ugh 
to see that the Equitable muss wo uld 
precipitate a panic if allo wed to go o n, 
and he had to o many impo rtant inter­ 
ests at stake to permit that. 
Ev en 
when he refused to tell what Edward 
H. Harriman said to him he did it 
calmly , diplo matically and witho ut the 
slightest sho w o f feeling. 
lie had his 
lawy er present. 
He is alw ay s wise 
eno ugh to fence himself legally , and he 
went by the lawy er’s adv ice. 
When 
the co mmittee sent his refusal to Dis­ 
trict Atto rney Jero me that gentleman 
requested the presence o f this lawy er, 
flashed his glasses to ward the atto rney 
o nce o r twice, said a few quiet wo rds, 
and the result was that Mr. Ry an sent 
wo rd to the co mmittee that he wo uld 
answer the questio ns after all. 
But he 
came do wn gracefully ; he do es ev ery ­ 
thing gracefully . Jero me in his quick, 
nerv o us fashio n had remarked so me­ 
thing abo ut a grand jury , indictment 
and that so rt o f thing, and it wo uld 
nev er do fo r Ry an to be caught in that 
kind o f a bo x . 
He is to o much o f an 
ex pert at the game to make sbeb a 
crude play . 
Tho mas F. Ry an’s fo es say that all 
his actio ns hav e no t been so disinter­ 
ested as his testimo ny befo re the Insur­ 
ance co mmittee wo uld make the Kqui- 


has been do ne in a secret way , like 
Ry an’s financiering. Williams also as­ 
serted that Ry an had a cy nical v iew o f 
ethics, knew in a general way that 
there is such a thing as an ethic, but 
was no t just certain what it was fo r. 
These financiers hav e a habit o f mak­ 
ing such play ful remarks abo ut each 
o ther. 
But to return to the Equitable. Per­ 
haps it is just as w’ell to take Mr. Ry an 
at his wo rd o n this matter. His sto ry 
so unds straight, and his acts seem to 
bear It o ut. lie has pro mised to trustee 
his sto ck fo rev er and so me day s after 
and to sell It back to the co mpany at 
the figure he paid fo r It. 
Ry an has 
been accused o f breaking pro mises be­ 
fo re, but public attentio n Is so stro ng­ 
ly fo cused o n this pro po sitio n that such 
an actio n here wo uld sav o r o f crude­ 
ness, and Ry an Is no t crude. 


Well o n the Ro ad. 


This man has a habit o f nev er letting 
any bo dy kno w what he is go ing to do 
until the thing is acco mplished. It was 
so in his buy ing o f the Equitable. This 
was the seco nd o ne o f his big deals to 
co me like a thunderclap o ut o f a clear 
sky . The o ther was the securing o f the 
Third av enue railway in New Yo rk 
city a few y ears ago . The late William 
C. W hitney , o nce Ry an’s partner, said 
that he w*as easily the mo st adro it, 
suav e and no iseless man he ev er met. 
Whitney also said that In tw’enty y ears 
Ry an wo uld be the richest man In the 
United States. The twenty y ears hav e 
no t elapsed y et, so the new o wner o f 
the Equitable has time to make go o d- 
the pro phecy . It go es witho ut say ing 
that he is already well o n the ro ad. 
The mo re the character o f Ry an is 
studied the mo re the strength o f the 
man Is seen. He is credited with being 
the po wer behind Tammany Hall, o r at 


so uth, Ry an pro mo ted that The State 
Trust Co mpany o f New Yo rk, o v er 
which there was raised such a hubbub 
a few y ears ago fo r making a $2 ,000,- 
000 lo an to an o ffice bo y , o ther lo ans to 
Its directo rs and a $4 00,000 lo an to Lo u 
Pay n, the insurance co mmissio ner o f 
New Yo rk—this Btate Trust co mpany 
that was Inv estigated by Ro o sev elt 
when go v ernc” -Ry an 
was in 
th a t 
Then he o rganized the Mo rto n Trust 
co mpany and abso rbed the State Trust j 
co mpany , thus getting fro m under that j 
inv estigatio n, and has pro mo ted s o ; 
many o ther gigantic institutio ns that 
the mere reading o f the list almo st 
staggers o ne. 
Pro mo ter o f Many Gigantic Institutio ns. 
Fo r ex ample, he is the man who o r­ 
ganized the Metro po litan Street Rail­ 
way co mpany o f New Yo rk, that co n­ 
tro ls all the surface lines o f the city 
and is no w bidding fo r the new sub­ 
way s. He o rganized the Bank o f Co m­ 
merce, with its billio n do llar assets, the 
biggest banking institutio n in the co un­ 
try o utside the Ro ckefeller bank. H e Is 
the financial master o f the to bacco 
trust. H e bro ught abo ut the Pere Mar­ 
quette railway co nso lidatio n, the Ho ck­ 
ing Valley co nso lidatio n and o thers. 
H e was pro minently identified with the 
dev elo pment o f the W est Virginia situ­ 
atio n as a member o f the Elkins-W hit­ 
ney -Wldener sy ndicate. He is Ir the 
co mpany building railway s in Cuba, he 
is in the smelter trust, he is In so me o f 
the steel co mpanies. All these things, 
and they are o nly the beginning o f his 
Interests, he lias acco mplished with so 
little fuss and feathers that the great 
reading public heard little o f Iiy an. 
Yet all the time he has had his hand In 
ev en mo re public affairs. 
lie is no 
mean po litician. He was v ery Intimate 
with Clev eland and Whitney during 
Clev eland’s administratio ns. 
H e has 
been clo se to ev ery head o f Tammany 
Hall fo r y ears. He was a delegate to 
the last Demo cratic natio nal co nv en­ 
tio n, helped bring abo ut the acceptance 
o f the famo us go ld telegram and was 
unquestio nably the po wer that no mi­ 
nated Henry Gassaway Dav te, who m 
he had kno wn in the o ld W est Virginia \ 
day s, as the Demo cratic candidate fo r 
v ice president. 
A Big Man Ev ery Way .

Ry an wo rks witho ut o stentatio n. He 
liv es and dresses in the same way . He 
do es no t go Into so ciety . H e speaks 
little, and that In a quiet, smo o th v o ice. 
He Is tall, bro ad sho uldered, deep chest­ 
ed, with a large head, a no table smiling 
blue ey e, pro minent no se and chin, firm 
mo uth, clo se cro pped Iro n gray mus­ 
tache—a big man ev ery way . 
Fo r all 
his quiet, almo st gentle manner and his 
neat tho ugh plain dress, the sq uare: BEFORE 
jaw. the cleft chin and the steady lo o k j 
o f the ey e indicate the fighter. There 
are few sto ries to be to ld o f him, be- j 
, cause there is no thing erratic o r sensa­ 
tio nal abo ut his actio ns. Only his re­ 
sults are spectacular. 
Shrewd and Farseeing.

Tho mas Fo rtune Ry an—rather sig­ 
nificant middle name, that—was a Vir­ 
ginia bo y and is no w fifty -fo ur y ears 
o ld. 
H is family was impo v erished dur­ 
ing the war, and he was dependent in 
y o uth o n two maiden aunts. 
He had 
o nly a co mmo n scho o l educatio n, went 
to Baltimo re in early y o uth with o nly 
a few do llars In his po cket, starv ed 
and hunted wo rk, finally securing a 
place as clerk in a dry go o ds sto re. As 
so o n as he had eno ugh mo ney he wrent 
to New Yo rk, go t a jo b in a bro ker’s 
o ffice, later became a partner, then 
bo ught a seat o n ’change and started 
o ut fo r himself. 
So shrewd and far- 
seeing did the y o ung bro ker sho w’ him­ 
self to be that In a few y ears he had as 
custo mers and friends such meu as 
Samuel J. Tllden, Jay Go uld and Wil­ 
liam R. Trav ers. 
He 
married 
the 
daughter o f the merchant fo r who m he 
began wo rk In Baltimo re. 
They hav e 
fiv e children, all bo y s. 
They o wn a 
New Yo rk city ho use, a co untry ho me 
at Suffern, N. Y., and a fine estate In 
Virginia. 
Ry an secured 502 Equitable shares 
fro m Hy de. 
The face v alue o f these 
shares Is o nly $100 each, and their 
earning capacity is limited by law to 
7 per cent per annum, o nly a matter 
o f $3.500 per y ear, y et Ry an paid $2,- 
5 00,000 fo r them. 
This has caused a 
great deal o f speculatio n as to the mo ­ 
tiv e behind the step. 
Wall street Is 
usually v ery w ise o n these matters, and 
the nex t day after 
the 
mo v e was 
kno wn the shares o f the Metro po litan 
Street Railway co mpany Jumped fiv e 
po ints in the market

A REIGN OF TERROR. 
Ou r Ute&tfforetgn news dispatches 
giv e accou nts of the deplorable condi­ 
tion in Ru ssia. 
The terror that now prev ails in 
Ru ssia has been likened to the awfu l 
bloody rev olu tion in Pans and France 
one hu ndred y ears ago, bu t there is 
this difference, the bloody bu tchery 
thu s far has principally been commit­ 
ted by 
the Ru ssian 
gov ernment, 
while in iParis oy er a centu ry since 
the offlciais, nobltty and aristocracy 
were bu tchered, 
There is tru ly a condition of chaos 
among the people of th at immense 
empire. I t is stated th at the leader 
of the rev olu tionary party has Ju st 
been arrested by the gov ernment and 
all of his papers seized. In conse­ 
qu ence a general strike Is to be in ­ 
au gu rated on all the railway and tele­ 
graph lines. 
De W itte, who is the 
czar’s chief adv isor, is u nable on the 
oae hand to combine the adherents of 
law and order into one party and on 
the other band to oontrol and concili­ 
ate the rev olu tionaries and lndu oe 
them to formu late any plans th a t 
shall heal the ex isting dissensions. 
The Jews, who hav e been slau gh­ 
tered withou t mercy , are among the 
most u nfortu nate su fferers. 
In St. 
Petersbu rg it is grav ely proposed to 
bu y ou t their bu siness and possessions 
and deport therti, althou gh it will 
take 40,000,000 ru bles (abou t « 20,000,- 
000) to do it, and u nder this singu lar 
ex pedient the mercantile classes hope 
to allay all the disorders consequ ent 
u pon the misru le of the last 600 y ears. 
In the meantime property is de­ 
stroy ed, liv es are sacrificed, the whole 
bu siness of the . oou ntTy is prostrated 
and ru ined, and no man seems able 
to make head against the ex istlDg 
anarchy . I t will u ndou btedly hav e 
to ru n its cou rse, bu t it will be many 
y ears before Ru ssia emerges from her 
difficu lties.

the 
scene 
appears another 
Charlie Corda, Gen. Sakharoff, forme- 
ly Ru ssian minister of war, has been 
assassinated by a woman. 
When ar 
rested, she declared th a t she had 
simply ex ecu ted & degree of the ter- 
r>rists’ section of the social rev olu ­ 
tionises. Sakharoff had been gu ilty 
of great bru tality . He went into a 
v illage of one of the prov inces a short 
time ago with Soldiers and artillery . 
T ae 
peasants were su rrou nded by 
Cossacks, 
and 
Sabkaroff addressed 
them in the morning telling them 
tney mu st 
su rrender their leader. 
T ae v illage elder replied, ex cu sing his 
compatriots and say ing th a t they had 
U3 leader. 
Thereu pon he was im ­ 
mediately beaten u ntil he lost con­ 
sciou sness. Sakharoff tthen retired to 
the cou rt hou se, leav ing the peasants 
at the mercy of Cossacks, most of 
whom were dru nk. They began tor­ 
tu ring the u nfortu nate v illagers, pu ll­ 
ing ou t their hair and beards, ev en 
tearing pieces of flesh from their 
limbs. Thirty -three peasants were 
seriou sly m altreated, many of whom 
hav e since died. 
For this ou trage 
Sakharoff was oondemned to death, 
and the sentence has been carried 
ou t.

Abou t the best thing u nder the cir- 
cu mstances th at Senator Mitchell, of 
Oregon, oou ld do was to die. 
The 
shook of being conv icted for com­ 
plicity in the land frau ds killed him 
as effectu ally as if he felt the hang­ 
m an’s rope. The stake he play ed for 
was a steal of $3,000,090, and for it, he 
bartered his honor, his repu tation, his 
Btanding in society , all th a t men or­ 
dinarily hold dear and v alu e most. 
After he was sentenced, the people 
shu nned him, when his old friends cu t 
him dead on the street, when he fel 
th at the brand of Gain was on him, he 
v isibly weakened, and and althou gh 
his 
death (¡was incidentally from 
hemorrhage, cau sed by the ex traction 
of a tooth, the real cau se was the dis­ 
grace th at bad descended Upon him 
and env eloped him as with a garment. 
I t ils tan awfu l penalty to pay for 
greed, and y et, be deserv ed it.

INCREASING SOIL CAPACITY. 
The p rincip al address of the after­ 
noon was th at of Prof* 0. G. Hop kins 
of the State Univ ersity up on “Prac­ 
tical Methods of Increasing the Pro­ 
ductiv e Cap acity of the Soil.” 
I t was 
a v ery interesting lecture thoroug hly 
p ractical for all, esp ecially for these 
wbo had but a small g arden. The 
sp ecial elements needed in the soil 
are nitrog en, p otassium and p hosp hor­ 
ous. The p roblem before t he farmers 
is to find which of these elements the 
soil of his farm lacus and to sup p ly it, 
Prof Hop kkms has made ex tensiv e 
ex p eriments along th islin 
and bad 
with him a number of larg e charts 
and tabulated statem ents of his ex - 
p eriements, which 
he used freely , 
showing lrom them the effect of each 
of these elements up on the soli, the 
results obtained from their introduc­ 
tion in a g reater or less deg ree, the 
quality and quantity of the y ield. He 
showed the absurdity of using fertel- 
Izstb which do not contain these ele­ 
ments and told the farmers not to al­ 
low themselv es to he humbug g ed in 
this resp ect by adv ertised fertelizers, 
but to study the g round and see what 
it needs. 
Many additional p oints of 
v alue were broug ht out in the dis­ 
cussion. 
The p ap er up on Silos and Insilag e 
was aecessarily om itted on account of 
the absence of Prof. Munford. The 
question box and the sale of some of 
the ex hibits occup ied the remainder 
of the afternoon in the hail.

The Domestic Science dep artm ent 
heid its session in the Methodist 
church during , the afternoon and at­ 
tracted a larg e number of ladles who 
were not only v ery much interested in 
the demonstration of cooking meats 
and soup s by Mrs. H. M. Dunlap hut 
also in her remarks up on food v alues 
In g eneral. She g av e the chemical 
classification of food as carbonaceous 
and p rotein foods. The carbonaceous 
foods Include the fats, sweets and 
starches. The moat used fats are but­ 
ter, 
cream, 
lard 
suet 
and 
oil; 
the sweets, sug ar, honey , etc., and the 
starches, p otatoes, 
com, 
macaroni, 
white bread, etc. The p roteins in­ 
clude the albumenous, foods found in 
beef, m utton, p oultry , eg g s, 
milk, 
cheese, butter milk, p eanuts, etc. 
The acids are found in fruit and the 
minerals in v eg etables in p rop er com­ 
bination*. 
She reoommended onions, 
cabbag e and celery to counteract uric 
acid and rheumatism. 
Mrs. Dunlap ’s talk was crowded full 
of p raotical sug g estions. 
Sne said 
th at our health is in the hands of the 
cook and also th a t our ap p etites are 
p oor judg es of what we need in many 
cases.
